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Responsibility for the Part-Time Canada Student 
Loans Program 


The Part-Time Canada Student Loans Program is funded 
by the Government of Canada and administered by the 
participating provinces under administrative criteria 
agreed upon between the two levels of government. The 
essential features of these agreed criteria are contained in 
this brochure. 


Purpose of the Program 


The Part-Time Student Loans Program provides interest- 
bearing loan assistance to students who have cash-flow 
problems and are unable to raise sufficient cash to pay 
immediate educational expenses. Interest charges begin 
on the effective date of the loan and repayment begins 
30 days later. Note: Borrowers who are unemployed 
because of inability to find work or temporary illness may 
apply for interest relief. 


Basic Principles of the Program 


The following principles underlie the administrative 
processes: 


e responsibility for the support of the student 
remains primarily with the student and his/her 
immediate family 


e governments at all levels are interested in assist- 
ing all qualified students in reaching their educa- 
tional potential by supplementing, where needed, 
other resources available to students 


it is desirable that the concepts and criteria used 
by governments and institutions in determining 
the need for financial assistance to students be 
co-ordinated within a province by the provincial 
authority concerned 


e it is desirable to co-ordinate among the provinces 
the concepts and criteria of need applied in 
administering federal assistance in this field to 
ensure equitable treatment for all applicants. 


Eligibility 
To be eligible for a Part-Time Canada Student Loan, a 
person must: 


be a Canadian citizen or permanent resident 
residing in Canada 


be attending (or planning to attend) a designated 
post-secondary institution, enrolled in a course of 
study that is between 20% - 59% of a full course 
of study and is equivalent in content to that 
which is eligible for Full-Time Canada Student 
Loans (the course may be less than 12 weeks 
long) 


be a resident of a province that issues loans 
under the Canada Student Loans Program — all 
provinces and territories other than Quebec 


have a gross family income of no more than that 
outlined in the following table: (gross family 
income includes wages, liquid assets, income 
from investments and gifts)

(Note: Part-time students eligible under this program 
must have an income at or below the above levels which 
provide adequately for the support of the family but do 
not permit additional expenses such as educational costs. 
Therefore, no contribution is expected from the appli- 
cant’s income and resources toward the educational 
expenses. 


The aid granted will be the calculated costs of the student 
unless the student chooses to request a lower amount.) 


have an outstanding principal balance on pre- 
vious Part-Time Student Loans plus the loan for 
which application is currently being made of no 
more than $2,500 


not be in default on previous Part-Time or Full- 
Time Canada Student Loans. 


Completing the Application Form 


1. Indicate the Province to Which You Are Applying. 
2. Complete the Personal Data Section. 


3. If you have child-care expenses related to your part- 
time studies complete the section Child-Care 
Expenses. Enter only the actual or estimated weekly 
costs incurred for babysitting during hours of class. 


4. Take the form to the educational institution and 
request completion of the section entitled Current or 
Proposed Studies. 


5. Complete the Income and Resources Section, indi- 
cating all the income and liquid resources available for 
the support of your family (yourself, your spouse and 
those dependent upon you and living in the same 
residence). 


6. When all other information has been included, com- 
plete and sign the Certification of Information by 
Applicant and Waiver for Release of Tax 
Information. 


Negotiating and Repaying Your Part-Time 
Canada Student Loan 


The province to which you have made application will 
issue a Certificate of Eligibility (Form 1A) to you. You 
may negotiate up to the amount authorized by the certifi- 
cate. Remember that the less you borrow the less you 
will have to repay. Repayment must begin within 30 
days and be completed in 24 months. A student may pay 
all or part of the principal, at any time, without penalty. 
The following table will indicate to you the amount of 
your payments with an interest rate of 12.25% and the 
amount of interest you must pay:

The federal government will guarantee your loan to the 
bank and you will not be required to provide security for 
the loan. 


Once you have received a Part-Time Canada Student 
Loan, the following responsibilities are yours: 


¢ to read and comply with the Instructions to 
Student and the Terms and Conditions printed on 
the reverse of your student loan document 


e to maintain close liaison with your bank at all 
times and to notify bank officials of any change 
of name or address as they occur 


to repay the student loan in the time and 
amounts specified on the Certificate of Eligibility 
Form 1A (Loan Agreement) and to discuss the 
situation with the bank immediately if it appears 
that you may be unable to do so. In such case, a 
revision of your terms of payment can usually be 
arranged to allow for any temporary financial 
difficulties. If you are unemployed you may be 
eligible to receive interest relief on your loan. 
Applications for Interest Relief are available from 
your bank or local Government of Canada 
employment offices. 


Default on a Part-Time Loan 


If there is a lapse of three months of payments on your 
Part-Time Canada Student Loan, the bank may submit a 
Claim for Loss to the federal government. Your loan will 
then be placed in the hands of a collection agency. If 
your loan is claimed, you will not be permitted to nego- 
tiate further part-time loans until you have completely 
repaid the outstanding principal and interest. If your Full- 
Time Canada Student Loans have been claimed by the 
bank, you may not negotiate further Part-Time Canada 
Student Loans. 


Verification 


All applications for Part-Time Loans are subject to 
verification. 


Warning 


Any person, who, in respect of a Canada Student Loan, 
knowingly makes any false statement or misrepresenta- 
tion in an application or other document or wilfully fur- 
nishes any false or misleading information is guilty of an 
offence under the Canada Student Loans Act and is liable 
on summary conviction to a fine not exceeding $1,000.
